I feel that every child of God should 
consider this text very seriously. We 
have made a loud profession before 
many witnesses. We have said that 
we are sanctified and that the Holy 
Ghost abides. Then, since we have 
said this, are we making the people 
to know that our statement is true? 

Jesus, in connection with this text, 
said, “Out of the abundance of the 
heart the mouth speaketh.” That is, 
whatever is in your heart must come 
out in words. If God is supreme in 
your heart you will talk of God, Heav- 
en and heaWenly things, but if you 
have crowded God back with business 
affairs, or frivolous affairs you will 
likely talk of the things that are fore 
most in your heart. 

You may keep crowding God out, 
little by little until you will cause Him 
to entirely leave. To illustrate—You 
may have a glass filled with good, 
clean, refreshing water, but you may, 
from time to time put gravel, dirt, 
mud and other filth within the glass 
until every drop of water will be 
forced out. So it is with God in the 
heart. You can easily discern to what 
extent God has been forced out of 
men’s lives by their words. If I see a 
man or woman (whose delight is in 
the Lord), who would rather talk 
about God and Heaven; sing about 
heavenly things and support the cause 
in every way possible than to talk 
about and support the things of the 
world, I at once know that his or her 


. heart is not filled with the world to 


the extent that God has been pushed 
out. 


One says, “I am sanctified.” Jesus 
says, “By thy words shalt thou be 
justified.’ He said further, “ithe 
make the tree good, and his fruit 
good; or else make the tree corrupt, 
and his fruit corrupt: for the tree is 
known by his fruit.” 

Needs Another Dip 

Words and deeds are fruits of the 
tree that shows what kind of a tree 
we are. “The tree is known by his 
fruit.’ Am I guarding my words? I be- 
lieve that if God has the uppermost 
seat in our lives it will not be so hard 
to take care of our words. He will not 
let us use ungodly, filthy words or 
even hurtful words, words that grieve 
others. I have seen professed Chris- 
tians who often grieve those about 
them with harsh words. The grieved, 
at first want to look over the harsh 
words, but later they are forced to de- 
cide that the man’s words are con- 
demning him in the sight of those 
who have heard him. 

A girl who wished to conquer a 
habit of sharp speech which she had 
noticed in herself, tried the experi- 
ment of confessing in prayer each 
night every unkind remark she had 
made during the day. “I felt so asham- 
ed as I repeated such words before 
God,” she said years afterward, “that 
all day long I tried to guard against 
having any to confess that night. I 
grew to hate me sm, ana then of 
course I stopped it. The trouble be- 
fore had been that I did not really 
hate it, although I thought I did.”— 
Children’s Friend. 

Some folks try to justify themselves 
by saying, “That is just my disposi- 
tion, my make-up. I am of high strung 
temperament and I can’t help it.” Con- 
cerning this I will say, I am sure that 
this disposition was in you before you 
claamed sanctification, and if this dis- 
position is not curbed and kept curb- 
ed by the blood of Jesus I am sure 
(as Brother Bryant says) you need 
another’ dip. Brother Bryant used to 
help his mother dye garments when 
he was only a small boy. When he 
would lift up the garment where his 
mother could see, and if there were 
streaks in the garment, she would 
say, “It needs another dip, Bill.” He 
would then keep dipping it until it 
became a solid color. It appears that 
some  people’s sanctification has 
streaks in it.

THE DUTY OF 
A CHURCH TO 
THEIR PASTOR 


W. R. Anderson 

I feel impressed to write on this 
subject, being a young preacher and 
just starting out to work for the Lord. 
This being my third year to try to 
pastor a church, I have begun to real- 
ize the duties of a pastor to the 
church, also the church’s duty to their 
pastor. But at this writing we will 
take up only “The Duty of a Church 
to Their Pastor,” as I feel it very im- 
portant. 

Notice Paul’s writing to the Thes- 
salonian brethren for a text: “And we 
beseech you, brethren, to know them 
which labor among you, and are over 
you in the Lord, and admonish you; 
And to esteem them very highly in 
love for their work’s sake. And be at 
peace among yourselves.” 1 Thes. 
5:12, 13. This Scripture has the same 
meaning to the Church today that it 
had in Paul’s days. This Scripture 
teaches that the church should know 
their pastor, because he labors among 
them and for them, and admonishes 
them, because he is over them in the 
Lord, then he urges the church to 
esteem their pastor very highly in 
love, not only for his work’s sake, but 
because he watches for their souls. 
The last clause of the text says, “And 
be at peace among yourselves.” 

Many times the devil creeps into 
the church and causes confusion 
among the saints and they pout and 
frown at each other, gossip, tattle and 
back-bite and when the pastor preach- 
es against such, it makes the devil 
mad, and he will tell some awful lie 
on him, and every one that has failed 
to obey what his pastor has preach- 
ed, and has let the enemy rule over 
him will believe every lie he tells. 
Then they will tell it to others and to 
the outside and do everything seem- 
ingly that they can to kill the influ- 
ence of their pastor with others. They 
will show disrespect to him, then when 
it seems that an iceberg has hit the 
church and there is no victory there, 
and they cannot shout, they just dump 
the whole thing over on the pastor 
and say that he is to blame for it all, 
when they themselves have failed to 
obey the Word and to esteem their 
pastor and love him as they should.

(2) Pay your 
tithes and give offerings, and see that 
your pastor and his family has suffi- 
cient food to eat, and sufficient cloth- 
es to wear; see that his grocery bill 
is paid and his house rent is paid; 
see that he has fuel to burn; invite 
him into your home to take dinner 
and have prayer with you: visit his 
home and have prayer with him; give 
him a pounding once in a while and 
show him the respect due him. as one 
over you in the Lord, and as one that 
careth for you, and watches for your 
soul.

Their Pastor

clearly defined in God’s holy Bible, 
and the duties of both the church and 
pastor are plainly placed before us. 
The pastor cannot mistake his duties 
and the way in which they are to be 
discharged. And the church, by the 
same holy rule, will at once perceive 
the return which they are to make to 
the pastor, whom God, by the Holy 
Ghost has placed over them. If I 
understand the Word concerning this, 
the bishop or pastor who is over the 
church, he is a shepherd and is to 
watch over the flock and to feed them, 
and to rule over them by enforcing 
the authority of the truth and by 
laboring earnestly among them, that 
he may present every man perfect in 
Christ Jesus. 


Then beloved, to know your pas- 
tor is spiritual acknowledgement. This 
means more than just being acquaint- 
ed with him and hearing him preach 
—it means that you must know him 
as a servant of God’s and honor him 
as much, because he is your teacher 
and overseer in the Lord. You are 
bound by the Word of God to do this 
from the fact that your pastor is the 
man of your own choice. He was not 
forced upon you by the State Overseer 
or by the act of the Assembly, you 
invited him to come and preach the 
Gospel to you. You have approved his 
ministry and have freely, cheerfully 
and prayerfully selected him to the 
high and dignified office of pastor 
over you, then you should honor him 
as your pastor and as one that has 
the rule over you. You should esteem 
him as a father, for he should act 
as a father. Then you should regard 
him of great worth to you, for we 
value our parents as great worth to 
us. And to be filled with the love of 
a Father, he is to labor for your wel- 
fare—to see that you have spiritual 
food to eat and a robe of righteous- 
hess to wear, in fact he is to help 
you all along the way. 

You honor your family doctor very 
highly. The pastor should be more 
valuable to you than your family doc- 
tor, because he watches over your 
spiritual health when you are cold 
and indifferent and in a backslidden 


condition and if your spiritual health 


is all run down he knows the very 
medicine that will do you the most 
good, and he begins to give it at once, 
and I will guarantee if you take it ac- 
cording to directions that you will be 
cured. 

The great ships on the stormy and 
restless seas, as they ride the waves, 
is not the pilot that sits at the wheel 
and guides her safely across and has 
the care of the vessel recorded of 
great value? So should your pastor be. 
The church is the old ship of Zion and 
She is sailing across the restless sea of 
time and is riding the high waves of 
hardships and persecutions; your pas- 
tor is the pilot, he is at the wheel to 
guide and direct you thru this trou- 
blesome world and land you safely on 
the other side. 

Your pastor should be esteemed 
very highly, he must have a _ high 
place, and a deep place in your re- 
gards. O how you should esteem him 
in love. Esteem without love is like 
the light of the moon—cold, but 
esteem with love is like the beaming 
sunlight of the day—cheering and 
delightful, and will encompass him 
with heavenly radiance every day. 
Now if your conduct is influenced by 
this high esteem in love, it will be 
clear and manifested; if your pastor 
is bound to preach to you then you 
should receive the Word which he 
preaches and obey it, and when you 
have failed, you have committed sin. 
Then be careful how you testify for 
there may be a wrinkle in your testi- 
mony and a spot of sin. The church is 
a family and every member of the 
family should work, but your pastor 
must take the lead, and you should 
all rally around him with your pray- 
ers and love and finance and help 
him to land the old boat safely over. 
Let it be said of your pastor that he 
is laboring with a chosen band, whose 
hearts God touched and filled with 
love, and treat him always with kind- 
ness and respect. Always have 
the spirit of kindness toward 
him, it will bind his soul closer to 
yours. When someone comes with a 
report against him, do not receive it, 
for the very purest characters will 
not escape reproach and _= slander. 
Satan always rejoices at such as this. 
Stop and thtnk for one moment, that 
your pastor’s character is in your own 
care and keeping. You are to be the 
guard of his reputation and this will 
be easy if you will not circulate or 
even hear reports against him. Paul 
said, Against an elder receive not an 
accusation. 1 Tim. 5:19. Always pray 
for your pastor, never let him be for- 
gotten and by so doing you will prove 
that you highly esteem him in love, 
promote his and your happiness at the 
same time, if you despise him, the 
church will become a waste, he will 
not be able to edify the church and 
desolation will reign over it, and it 
will suffer. O then, by the love you 
possess to the cause of Christ, know 
your pastor and render unto him the 
honor and love due him—515 WwW.
